A8 TO ABBENTERES.

The question of the probable punish-
ment to be meted out to those mems-
bers of the Thirteenth who left camp
without leave or authorization con-
tinueg to be digeusged with greater in-
terest every day, The case of an ab-
gentee without leave is not guite so in-
slgnificant as |t i& generally suppoged
to be, and, If any of thore who are
away are acting on this principle they
will huve o sad awakening, The mili-
tary law on this point {8 plain and de-
clsive. Colonel Coursen and the cap-
taing of the different companies, from
which men are absent, are saving very
tttle In regard to this, but, if indlca-
tiong fail not, they are determined to
leave mo doubt as to thelr position
when the ahsentess return

The thirty-second article of the “Ar-
tivles of War” runs as follows: “Any
soldier who absents himself from his
troop, battery, company or detachment
without leave from his commanding
officer, shall be punished as a court-
murtinl may direct.,” The punishment
spoken of, and which It is lnwful for a
court-murtial to  inflict. I8 absence
without leave for more than two to tén
days, Inclusive, $10 fine, ten days' cone-
finement at hard labor. and reduction

to the ranks if the offender be a non-
commissioned ofMeer
If the man be absent for more than

ten and up to and including thirty dayvs
he is Hable to a fine of 220, one month's
confinement at hard nbor, and reduc-
tiom to the ranks in case of & non-
commissioned officer,

This, however, 18 not the most scri-
ous view of the case. Article 47 reads;
“"Any officer, ar soldier, who, having
recelved pay, or having been duly en-
listed In the service of the United
Btates, deserts the same, shall, in time
of war, suffer denth or such other pun-
Ishment as a court martial may direct;
and, In time of peace, any punishment,
excepting denth, which a court mar-
tinl may direct.” The tenor and ef-
fect of this are quite plain, and as a
Bupplement to It follows Artiele 48;
“Every goldier who deserts the service
of the 1'nited Btates shall he liable to
gerve for such period as shall, with the
time he may have served previous to
his desertion, amount to the full term
of his enlistment: and such soldier
shall be tried by a court-martinl and
punished, although the term of hi= en-
Hetment may have elapsod previous to
his being apprehended and tried.”

TEN DAYS THE LIMIT.
I'nder the “Articles of War"
becomes & deserter, technically speak-

Ing, when he Is absent, without leave,
from his camp for a period of ten days,

the days of his golng and of his re-
turning being both included in this
compilation. In order to make this

point more practical, let us take a con-
crete example. On Wednesday, Sept.
7. the Thirteenth regiment was paid,
and on the following day men began to
go home without leave, 8o, therafore,
n soldier who left camp on Thursday,
Hept., §, must report here before next
Saturday in order to prevent himself
from being considered a deserter and
liable to the punishment above (ndi-
cvilted by the Forty-seventh and the
Forty-elghth Articles of War.

It is not known what, If any, action
is contemplated for the apprehension
and punishment of the absentees: but
it I8 generully supposed that a sharp
eye I8 kept on themselves and on all
thelr dolngs at home.

Many of the men of the Thirieenth
are quite indignant at the reports
printed in the Philadelphla papers to
the effect that those in camp are sim-
ply awaiting a favorable opportunity
to leave camp and go home, This is
certainly a libel on the regiment and
contains not one particle of truth, It
first gives the lmpression that the men
are anxious to make 8 break for lb-
erty, and intimatea that i Is only the
extraordinary vigllance of the sentries
which keeps the men In line. Thin |s
not the fact. Those of the Thirteenth
who wanted to go home so badly have
gone home; those who did not are still
here, and have ample opportunity for
leaving If they at all desired to do so.
They pass in and out of the lines at all
hours of the day and the evening, and
are not halted til taps; and It s & well
known fact that any soldler, who s
Aspored to leave cump and plans ac-
gordingly, can get beyond the limits of

the military nulhnrlllen.

The men of the Thirteenth, remem-
bering all these facts, emphatically re-
gent the Insinuntione printed In the pa-
pers of the city of Brotherly Love.
They are not true, and tend to serlous-
Iy reflect upon the discipline of the
regiment and upon the good sense of
the men in general.

The time of leaving camp without
permission has passed, The lesulng of
furloughs alko tends to resssure all,
and those who hiave not yel been home
will now have an opportunity to do so,
